WASHINGTON, Aug. 
The population of continentaT United 
States on the basis of official prelim- 
inary census figures is 122,728,873. 

This figure was compiled tonight 
from official announcements given As- 
sociated Press bureaus by census su- 
pervisors in the various states after 
completing the enumeration which be- 
gan April 2. 

Only:one district in the United 
States—in Clearfield county, Penn- 
sylvania—was incomplete, but a pre- 
liminary estimate tonight by the cen- 
sus supervisor placed its population 
at 1,519. 

The total figure for the United 
States’ population however,  sub- 
ject to revision in the census bureau's 
official announcement which is not 
expected for another week or more. 

Territories of the United States and 
outlying possessions, not included in 
the continental United States total 
bring the nation’s grand total of pop- 
ulation to 137,501,561. This figure 
includes an estimate for the Philip- 
pine islands whose census is controlled 
by the insular government which has 
not made an enumeration for several 
years, 

Continental United States had 105.- 
710,620 people ten years ago, while 
the nation with its outlying posses- 
sions totaled 117,859,395. 

California had the largest rate of 
growth of any state, but was exceeded 
by New York in numerical increase. 
California's rate of growth was 64.6

Dr. Harvey L. Lutz, Princeton Unhi- 
versity economist who has been en- 
_gaged by Governor L. G, Hardman to 
make a survey of the state's financial

ference body today that the Georgia 
constitution is “a fearful thing.” 


“It is 80 per cent petty legislation,” 
asserted Professor Lutz. “About 20 
per cent of it may be statements of 
the fundamental. principles of the 
state. I hope you will consent to a 
revision of that documernt—and scrap 
| most of it.” 


Pleading for sacrifices on the part 
/of the businessmen, Dr. Lutz con- 
| tinued, “the government can’t do ev- 
|erything. Just because a man is 
| elected to office he isn’t immediately 
‘omniscent. The American people have 
learned to discount campaign prom- 
ises. 

“There must be some means by 
| which the individual can have avail- 
able detailed information with regard 
to government, on the basis of which 
he will have grounds for intelligent 
(action. If you will carry on your 
work after bridging the present crisis 
i}and begin to accumulate information 
' that will be available to all candidates 
and the general public you will have 
done a great service to this state.” 

Illustrating his idea that the first 
step in improving state financial con- 
ditions is to spend intelligently, Dr.

ELBERTON, 'Ga., Avg. 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In a speech delivered here to- 
night James A. Perry, one of five

The Mafia trial in Skeily provides 
the foreigner with some adventitious 
amusement in the high officia] status 
held by some of the prisoners, says a 
London dispatch. They belong to the 
hill villages. One of the ringleaders 
was for several years Podesta of Villa- 
fanca in which official capacity he 
“regulated the criminal 
neighborhood ;” another was Syndic 
of Lucca, a third again was parish 
priest of Burgio. Operations were con- 
ducted by large family. groups who 
waged a kind of Kilkenny cat war of 
extermination against one another. 
The heads of the mafia at Lucca were 
the four Genova brothers who, having 
accounted for a number of their ene- 
mies, were in their turn shot down 
by the victims’ relatives. One brother 
managed to escape for some years by 
never leaving his own house, but those 
entrusted with the “vendetta” got at 
him at last by disguising themselves 
as masons come to mend the roof and 
shot him down in his kitchen. In 
1922 twelve of the Villafranca gang 
disguised themselves as caribinieri 
and accomplished the slaughter at a 
lonely farmhouse of entire family 
of eight people, actudins a boy of 13. 
The trial is expected to last at least

In most cases dia- 
thermy extirpation of the tonsils can 
now be completed in three to six sit- 
tings and without the use of even 
local anesthesia.

THE RETURN OF TILDEN. 


Bill Tilden. brought no Davis Cup back across the Atlantic as the 
Davis Cup happens to be a team proposition where more than one man 
has to do the winning. But he brought back the Wimbledon Cup from 
a field that had enlisted the best amateur tennis players in the world, 
including no less a performer than Henri Cochet of France. The best 
that Tilden could do at Wimbledon was to beat the man who beat Cochet 
in straight sets. 

All in all Tilden’s European performance was a remarkable 
competitive round-up. The lanky one captured his first Wimble- 
don title ten years ago when he stopped Big Patterson, of Aus- 
tralia, somewhat abruptly in the final match. 
And Tilden was then no mere youth at the edge of a career. To re- 

turn ten years later after he had been counted out of the main picture. 
and bring back the same trophy is something to talk about when they 
Start chattering about the reign of youth. 


THE GREATEST TENNIS PLAYER. 


Who is the greatest tennis star of all time? 1 put this query to a 
former champion who 1s one of the top students of form and got this 
reply— 

j “In the list you must consider Lawrence Doherty, Bil] Larned, 
Bill Johnston, Bill Tilden and Henri Cochet. And don’t forget Bill 
Johnston. You may have forgotten how he blasted Lacoste from 
the courts only as far back as 1925 before his stamina left a frail 
system, and Lacoste was then beating Cochet. If you take every- 
thing into consideration—skill, speed, power, stamina, tactics and 
strategy, length of reach—I suppose Tilden must have the call. 
Even today he would come dangerously close to beating Cochet 
on turf courts—but not on clay.” 

This verdict seems to be sound. At his best from 1920 to 1926

Tilden, under pressure, was just about the best all-around tennis player 


the game has yet sent into action. He had what the best of the others 
had and with it he ‘had those long, fast flying legs and a killing reach, 
and he was almost tireless. When he was beating Bill Johnston he was 
beating one of the greatest tennis players that ever lived and one of the 
gamest fighters any sport has ever known. The little Californian could 
never quite match the handicap in speed and reach, but from 1920 to 
1925 only a Tilden could have brought him down. 


BEATING THE FRENCH. 

Bill Johnston had the one sure system to overcome the skill and 
steadiness of the French method. This was to literally blast their de- 
fense from the courts. He knew he could never match their safe, sure 
play where Lacoste in particular merely waited for each opponent to 
beat himself. There was no flame or flash about Lacoste’s play, but he 


| was steadier than two rocks. 


He had to be shelled from safety and it was the violence and 
chance taking qualities of Johnston’s attack that did the work. 
The same applied also to Tilden. 

Today there are no such blasters around in the younger set, who 
have at the same time the strokes and the control. Many of them can 
blast, but they don’t known where the ball is going. Few realize the 
wild fervor: Johnston put into those Davis Cup matches, or any tennis 
match against a foreign rival. Big Patterson will never forget the fury 
of the Johnston charge at Forest Hills that struck the Australian after 
the manner of a cyclone.

DISTURBING LEAGUE 


Disagreement on Naval Re- 
duction Basis Worries 
Organization. — 


BY.PLAUTUS I. LIPSEY, JR., 
Associated Press Correspondent. 
GENEVA, Aug. 5.—(/)—The 
Franco-Italian disagreement on naval 
matters constitutes a disturbing cloud 
on the horizon of the League of Na- 
tions as the annual September assem- 
bly session of the league approaches. 
While it is the fashion among Eu- 
ropean public.men to accept the dic- 
tum that war in Europe is at present 
impossible, there are experienced ob- 
servers who maintain that every cloud 


forerunner of a destructive cyclone. 

Authorities of the league secretariat 
as a matter of course have kept cir- 
cumspectly silent. regarding the fric- 
: tion between the two continental -ow- 
ers whose representatives sit as per- 
manent members. of the ieague coun- 
cil. But the developments; or lack of 
developments, in the situation have 
been watched with real apprehension. 

Anxiety became particularly intense 
in the period following the provincial 
speech-making tour of Premier Benito 
Mussolini. 

The Franco-Italian difficulty is re 
garded in some. quarters as a chal- 
lenge to league action. The suggestion 
has been heard that the situation calls 
for treatment by the league urder Ar- 
ticle 11 of the covenant. Students of 
affairs have pored over this article in 
the league’s organic law, which says: 

“Any war or threat of war, whéther 
immediately affecting any of the mem- 
bers of the league or not, 1s hereby 
declared a matter of concern to the 
whole league, and the league shall take 
any action that may be deemed wise 
and effectual to safeguard the peace 


of nations. ... 
“It is also declared to be the friend- 


to bring to the attention of the as- 

sembly or of the council any circum- 

stance whatever affecting internation- 

al peace or the good understanding be- 

wes nations upon which peace de- 
nds. 

Obviously, this provision 
covenant opens the way widely if 
league member wishes to bring 
Franco-Italian differences before the 
league for consideration. But so far 
no responsible person has cared to 
characterize the conflict between the 
two Latin neighbors as a “threat of 
war.”
